FROM SHERIDAN'S ARMY- 


A'jEwYoRK, Nov. 25.—Tho Herald's dis- 


patches from, the Shenandoah Valley, say 
that Gen. Sheridan's'cavalry have had an- 
other very brilliant and successful engage- 
ment with Early's army. On' Monday 
last, three divisions of Union, cavalry iu 
the Valley, under Custar,.Powell'and JDev- 
en,.commenced a movement for. the pur- 
pose of ascertaining the rebel position and 
strength. 
Devcu marched up the Luray 


Valley and the two othar.divisions pushed 
up tho Shenandoab Valley, driving before 
them small parties of rebels. No resist- 
ance o'fimportance was met with,till.Tues- 
day. 
The main infantry army consisting 


of about -15,000 men and a division of cav- 
alry, wore found at Rood's station, a posi- 
tion, almost as strong as Fisher's Hill. 
Fighting immediately commenced and was 
continued for six. hours, and during the 
greater part of the time was quite severe, 


arly made repeated attcm'pts; to flank 


•Ctistar and'PoweU, in all of which ho.fail- 
ed. 
Some magnificent charges.were made 


by the Union cavalry. The. rebels, show- 
ed little spirit during tbe engagement.

By this movement Macou falls, and 
the enemy are at liberty to move on Au- 
gusta via the Georgia Central Railroad to 
Bensonville, and .then march north or on 
Savannah. Sherman1 is. moving rapidly 
and is not much troubled with transporta- 
tion. 
He has burned several stations and 


is devastating the country generally by 
foraging.
